Bibb presented a memorial signed bj' the Chamber 
of Commerce, Board of Trade and Ship (Jwncrt»’ 
Association of San Francisco, asking that a joint 
committee be app inted to invest gate the pilotage 
and steam tug business of the port of San Fran­ 
cisco. After the reading of the memorial he offered 
a joint resolution appointing a joint c* mmittee of 
five, two from the 5 enate and three from the Assem­ 
bly, as such committ e The resolution was unani­ 
mously adopted. It is charged in the memorial that 
exorbitant charges are made by the pilots, and that 
a corrupt bargain exists between pilo s and tug own­ 
ers to the damage of the commerce of the coast. 
Field, from the Committee on Ways and Means, 
rerorted back a number of bills and resolutions pro­ 
viding for the appointment of committee clerks, re­ 
ducing the pay in each case t j $5 oer day, the amount 
fixed by law. The report was adopted.

By Hughes—Relative to San Francisco harbor and 
State Ha* bor Commissioners. 
By Head—To encourage the use of tide lands 
owned by the State uf California, and the waters 
covering the same, for oyster beds, fish ponds, etc. 
By Kerrick—To prevent the spreading of con­ 
tagious diseases among domestic animals. 
By McKinley—To authorize the State Treasurer 
to pay out certain money paid into the treasury 
un-h r an Act to promote drainage. 
By Booth—Authorizing any corporation whore 
articles of incorporation provide therefor to act as 
executor or trustee under any will or last testament. 
By Cartor—Relating to public lands. 
By Brown— Relating to rates %A fares of street 
railroads. [The bill limits all single-trip fares to 
five cents.] To protect the people of the State 
against tramps. 
By Storke—Concerning the community property 
vesting in Eurv'vii.g wife. Concerning the com­ 
munity property going to surviving w.fo and hus­ 
band. 
By Campbell—Concerning homesteads. 
By tValrarii—To apportion the State into Con­ 
gressional Districts. 
Leverson raided the point that the adoption of 
the rules by the Assembly on Saturday rad been 
irregular, because their conrideration hso previously 
been set for Monday. Tlie Chair ruled that the 
gentleman was out of o der, and he appealed from 
the decision of the Chair. ILtlf an h .ur was spent 
in the discussion of the qucEtiou and the decision cl 
the Chair was sustained. 
Resolutions were introduced and referred to tho 
Committee on Employes, allowing clerks for the 
Committees on Election-, Drainage, Ri ada and 
Highway*, and Claim.*, and for the Committees on 
Labor and Capital and Public (sands jointly 
The general flic was then taken up.

T H 3 
SUCCESSION 
OF 
DISASTERS. 


T he superstitious have certainly apparent 
ground for the belief they often announce, 
th a t great disasters w ill inevitably be 
closely followed by other great disasters ; 
th a t horrors are grouped w ith m ysterious 
certain ty . 
Take th e past w eek’s record. 
F irst the M ilw aukee horror, and then quick 
upon its heels the St. Louis fire, the terri­ 
ble loss of life ia Russia by the flames, the 
conflagration at 
Stoughton, 
Tarry town, 
N eenah, M emphis, Oak H arbor, U xbridge, 
a n d other points, w ith loss of life in m ost 
of the instaue.'s, 
W nile th e intelligent 
m u st scout the idea of there being any other 
elem ent than th a t of coincidence in this 
succession of disasters, th ey m ust a t the 
sam e tim e adm it th a t those who believe in 
th e inevitable rapid 
sequence of 
such 
events can p rin t to some strong and m yste­ 
rious proofs iu Eupport of th eir theory. 


" Niqut ixd Day," a London journal, contains 
numerous advertisements of articles for sale and 
work desired by boys of the Home for Working and 
Destitute Lads. These boys are rescued from the 
Streets and lodging-houses of London and the 
provinces. 
They are taken to the ‘‘ Home" and 
taught useful trades and given a share of the pro­ 
ceeds of their labor. They mike and advertise all 
kinds of brushes and b ’ooma, chopped fire-wood ; 
all kinds of plain joinery, as panel doors, kitchen 
tables, school desks, trays, clothes horses, boxes, 
etc.; also ladies’, men's and children's boots and 
shoes ; ginger ale, soda water, bottled lemonade. 
These boys are underthe cire of a society actuated by 
practical philanthropy, and aided by the contribu­ 
tions of the people. 
Its succ sb, we are assured, is 
pronounced ; and, assuming it to be so, it ia eug- 
gestive of what may be accomplished in a like man­ 
ner among the destitute and undisciplined boys of 
California, who are receiving a street education that 
early graduates them into the State Prison. 


T hat was an odd reference which the Senate 
made of Perry’s resolution yesterday. 
It calls on 
the Governor to instruct the Adjutant-General to 
prevent, by use of all the power of llie State, the 
stopping of Chinese within our borders who are 
permitted ia the country in trantUu. 
It was re­ 
ferred to the Committee on Federal Relations. 
When tb it committee shall have reported favorably, 
the resolution have been passed, and the new Ad­ 
jutant-General have donned his uniform, the Na­ 
tional Guardsmen may prepare 
to pack their 
kn x|>3ack8 and hold themselves in readiness to aid 
the Government in confining the passing Mongolians 
to car and ship. 
There is nothing like coming 
promptly to the sfsUtancc of the Federal authori­ 
ties. 


Mm W hartox has introduced a bill in the As­ 
sembly giving any husba'd, wife, child, parent, 
guardian, employer, or other person, injured in 
proparty, means of support or otherwise, by reason 
of intoxicating liquors furnished, a right of action 
for actual as well as cxamplary damaees, against the 
person so furnishing, where it appears th e ''fu r­ 
nisher ’’ had reasonable cause to apprehend that in­ 
ju ry might result. 


No ox* expected the Legislature to esc.jie the 
usual investigation fever. The present body has it 
well developed already. Its latest movement de 
veloped yesterday in a step toward investigating the 
tug-boat and pilot charges and alleged combina­ 
tions, in the harbor of San Francisco. ' 


Wb shall certainly have pure milk now, for Mr. 
Wharton has offered a bill, and will push it to pas­ 
sage, punishing by heavy fine or long imprisonment 
any person who sells, or offers for sale, or causes to 
be sold, any milk adulterated with water, salt, 
ob&Ik, or soy other foreign substance. 


Mk. H *alt, in the Assembly, is after doctors and 
druggists, in a bill to punish both for agreement to 
pay or receive a commission for the sale of pre­ 
scriptions. 
Why not also insist upon a law prevent­ 
ing any but skilled apothecaries from putting up 
prescriptions f 


The opposition developed in the National 
Guard to the appointment of General 
Cosby to the position of Adjutant-General 
of the State should not have been unex­ 
pected. 
Cosby was educated at Govern­ 
ment expense at W est Point, but used the 
military knowledge thus acquired by him 
to destroy the Government to which he 
owed the allegiance of birth and patriot­ 
ism. 
I t is eaid th at he was an officer in 
Stoneman’s regiment before the rebellion. 
B at while Stoneman remained in the army 
obedient to the rightful authority of the 
Government, Cosby deserted to the ene­ 
mies of the country and served in the 
ranks of the rebellion. 
His appointment 
exhibits the estimate which General Stone­ 
man places upon the conduct of army 
officers who deserted to the enemy in the 
time of the N ation’s peril. 
The citizen 
who joined the rebellion committed only 
treason to the Government, but the army 
officer who joined his fortunes with treason 
added desertion to bis crime. 
I t is all 
well enough to say that the war is over 
and th at the restoration of the Union 
should obliterate animosities. 
B ut when 
that ia said, there still remains something 
dne to the patriotic associations and mem­ 
ories of the Nation, and these are out­ 
raged by the appointment of 
ex-rebel 
officers 
to 
high military 
honors. 
If 
the National 
Guard follows 
the ex­ 
ample 
of 
the 
new 
A djutant - Gen­ 
eral, 
each 
member 
will exercise the 
right of private judgment as to the right 
or wrong of the cause of the State when 
called upon to suppress by military force 
any public disorder. 
This ia what General 
Cosby did in 1SG1, 
The army was called 
to active service in suppressing a rebellion 
againBt the authority of tho Government. 
General Cosby deserted and went over to 
the side of the disorder he was commanded 
as a member of the army to subdue. 
He 
did this because his sympathies were with 
the South, and because he deEircd the tri­ 
umph of th at side. 
If this action on the 
part of the Adjutant-General is justifiable, 
it is equally justifiable in the humblest 
private in the ranks of the National Guard. 
Should the military force of the State be 
called into requisition to suppress disorder, 
and should the officers of the force reply 
to the call of the A djutant th at their pri­ 
vate opinions led them to take up arms 
with the side of sedition, General Cosby 
would be brought face to face with the 
teachings of hia own example, and it would 
not lie in his mouth to utter one word of 
condemnation or rebuke. 
T hat is just 
what he did as an officer of the regular 
array of the 
U nited 
States in*lSG l. 
The war is over, and sectional differ­ 
ences should be forgotten ; but it does not 
follow from thrn th at desertion and treason 
should at any time in the history of this 
country come to be rewarded and com­ 
mended, or that the lesson of patriotism 
should thus bo read backward. 
If the 
State military organization is worth main­ 
taining at all it ia npon the theory th at it 
serves as a reserve power to enforce tho 
authority of the Slate and prevent domes­ 
tic violence when the civil authority is re­ 
sisted and defied. 
If there is any officer 
or private of the National Guard who 
would sit in judgm ent npon the justice of 
the cause of the State in such an emer­ 
gency, such officer or private owes it to his 
own consistency to resign at once. 
Since 
by his example the Adjutant-General has 
approved of this species of insubordina­ 
tion it would be interesting to know 
whether ho still holds to the doctrine that 
a soldier should consult his political prefer­ 
ences before responding to any call in the 
field.

THE 
IRRITATION 
PROBLEM. 


The report of Surveyor-G eneral Shanklin 
contains a citation of all laws existing rela­ 
tive to w ater and w ater rights. 
On pages 
14 to 38 inclusive, appear in the report 
three articles on the problem of irrigation, 
which were originally published in the 


R e c o rd -U n io n , beginning Ju n e 10, 18S2. 
They attracted m uch attention, because 
the propositions contained were now, and 
in some respects startling. 
W e present 
this m orning a bill prepared by M r. Shank- 
lin, based on the doctrines laid down in 
th e articles referred to. 
W ithout entering 
npon its consideration now, or any criticism 
of it, it is snflicicnt to invite attention to it 
as a new contribution to the literatu re of 
this im portant subject, and to outline the 
thought and theory of th e bill. 
I t is 
drafted in subordination to th e declara! o i 
of the C onstitution (A rticle X IV ., Section 
1), declaring th at the use of all w aters 
of the S tate for irrigation purposes is a pub­ 
lic use 
and 
subject 
to 
such control 
as 
th e 
Legislature 
Bhall 
provide. 
T he author holds th a t in accordance w ith 
th a t idea Congress in the “ D ise rt Land 
A ct ” gave to the S tate, for a sim ilar use, 
the w aters of lakes and rivers on th e pub­ 
lic lands of the State. 
I t proceeds on the 
theory th a t no vested rights have ever 
accrued to w ater, and th a t th e nse of it 
was a mere usufruct, term inable at th e will 
of th e L egislature at any tim e. Its author 
holds th a t unless th at idea becomes general 
in its application to th e use of th e w aters 
in the State, there will be no future for 
California in the m atter of increased cu lti­ 
vation by irrigation. 
The bill, it will be 
observed, totally ignores the whole doc­ 
trine of riparian rights, title by prior ap­ 
propriation, or location by corporations. 
The plan of the bill requires Supervisors 
to d istribute the w aters according to the 
wants of the people, when they have pro­ 
duced th e means for utilizing them , and 
requires an annual presentation of all lands 
to be irrigated by ditches. 
In connection 
w ith other bills before the Legislature on 
this subject, it is now a subject for public 
discussion. 


AN INDEFENSIBLE 
BILL. 


HOME 
AND 
ABROAD. 


The essential part of Assem bly bill No, 
2, by Dr. Crumpton, reads : 
Every person who has the physical ability to work 
and who lias been convicted ami sentenced to im­ 
prisonment in any county jail for any other crime 
than that of felony, shall be plactd at work on the 
public s reets, roads, highways, public works, and 
public buildings, or at any other labor for the pub­ 
lic good. 
The bill should cot pass. 
If confined to 
larcenists, vagrants, and those others whose 
crimes involve moral turpitude, the bill 
would assume a very different aspect. Cit­ 
izens are liable to imprisonment in jail for 
offenses that should not expose them to the 
ignominy of being paraded on the highway 
with a ball and chain attached to the leg. 
Those confined for contempt of Court, for 
simple assault under great provocation, for 
violation of regulative ordinances as to care 
of streets and obstruction of roads, or for 
failure to procure a proper license, and so 
on, to the end of a long catalogue, should 
not be exposed to the shame of the pillory, 
and the chain-gang is nothing less. 


Assembly bill No. 59 is a short b u t incisive one. 
It makes it a crime to purchase or sell sny of the 
shares of the capital etock of any corporation or 
association on m argin, or to be delivered a t a future 


day.

S t. P e te r s b u r g , January 15th.—The loss 
of life by the burning of the circuí in Ber- 
dilzchiff Saturday wss not so great as at first 
reported, but it is believed that over 150 per­ 
sons perished. 
The fire broke out toward the 
eud < t the performance, caused by the care­ 
less handling of fireworks on the stage. 
The 
curtain become ignited, and the flamea quick­ 
ly spread to tbe wails and roof. 
The mem­ 
bers of the orchestra were the first victims. 
The audience, numbering 800, rushed to the 
front door, which opened inward?. 
The 
crowd pressed forward, but as ths door could 
not be opened they then made for the two 
side 
doors; 
bu t 
both 
were 
nailed, 
compelling the 
people 
to 
take to the 
windows, 
from 
which many sprarig into 
the 
street 
w ith 
their 
clothes 
a 
sheet of flames. 
The fire brigade arrived 
within half an hour, but is was impossible to 
extinguish the flame», as the water in the 
tanks was frczsn. 
The lire lasted two hoars. 
Eye-witnesses Btite that when the doors were 
finally opened a mass of burning persons was 
visible within. 
The horses and properties of 
the circus were all destroyed. 
The ice broke 
while the fire brigade was crossing ths river, 
thus preventing them reaching the fire more 
promptly. 
I t is estim ated th at 90 men, 120 
women and 60 children lost their lives. 
The 
victims include a Colonel of Police and the 
Vice-President of the Berditzchiff Bourse. 
The audience consisted mainly of Jews. 
A nother account Bays the fire was caused 
by a groom having thrown a lighted cigarette 
on the straw iu the stables, setting it on fire. 
Another groom stamped on the fire, but a 
strong draught fanned the flames and caused 
them to spread. 
The author of the fire per­ 
ished ; also two clowns, believed to be Eng­ 
lishmen, 
Y esterday a man whose wife and 
threo 
children were 
among 
the victims 
stabbed the senior member of tbe M erchants’ 
Guild in the street, and then tried to cut his 
own throat. 
I t is supposed the murdered 
man abandoned his assailant’s wife and child­ 
ren, in order to effect his own escape from 
the burning building.

A bill to promote irrigation and regulate the dis­ 
tribution of water used therefor in the «overol coon- 
ties of lbi> átate. 
The people of the State of California, represented 
in Senate and Assembly, do enact os follow*: 
Section 1. The Board of Supervisors in each coun­ 
ty of the >tate shall be ex. officio the Board of Wa 
ter Commissioner*. 
Said Bonrd cf Water Cm m iw i oners shall be 
charged *itb regulating the distribution of *11 wa­ 
ters *risir.g from rain*, rivers, at earns or crayons 
which can be utilized for irrigation purposes within 
their resp*<itive counties, and shall eaUblUh such 
irrigation districts as wilt best meet the wants of the 
people, or may sub divide districts already organ­ 
ized whpn necessary. 
Section 2. In case a water course is a source of 
common supply fer more than one county, the 
Boards of Water Commissioners tf the counties so 
situated shall determine the quantity of water to be 
used therefrom by each county. But if said Boards 
are unable to agree, then the Board of an adjoining 
county not interested in the question at issue shall 
be called in, and the decision arrived at by the three 
Boards acting jointly shell be final. 
The necessary expenses of the Board so called in, 
with mileage and percieni as allowed for service in 
their c iiunty, sha I be made a charge equally against 
the counties affected, and shad be allowed and paid 
as other county indebtedntss. 
Section 3. All waters referred to in Section 1, 
which can be ured for irrigation, shall be _ appor­ 
tioned among the inhabitants of the district, re­ 
ceiving from the same source of supply, in the fol­ 
lowing order: 
First—All public ditches, that is, 
ditches built by public f uads or acquired by the peo­ 
ple of the district, shall have the first right in the 
distribution. Second-All ditches owned by corpora­ 
tions supplying inore than one iudividuai with wa­ 
ter, shall have the second right; and Third—All 
ditches owned by iodivi iuais using the water for 
their own benefit, or which can he utilized for sup- 
plviog adjacent land*, shall have the third right. 
Sectien 4. The acreage to be irrigated from either 
or all of toe three cl.*sses of ditches shill annually, 
at least three weeks before the time established by 
aw for fixing water rates, be given to the Board of 
Water Commissioners, who shall investigate sach 
returns, first giving notice by publication of the 
time fixed for the investigation ; and shall then hear 
all the matters presented touching the rights and 
wants of the respective claimants. They shall then 
apportion the quantity of water to each; but no 
ditch or individual shall be deprived of water, or of 
an equitable share, according to the quantity of 
water to be distributed, taking into consideration 
the area of land to 1 e irrigated and its character. 
section 5. If the owner of a private ditch, or cor­ 
poration, * r the officers having charge of the public 
ditch, p. hall be dissatisfied with the apportionment 
so m-de, the Board of Water Commissioners, upou 
the petition of the party or parties dissatisfied, aud 
the filing of a bond for the payment of costs, fhall 
notify the Water Commissioners of an adjoining 
count}’, who shall appear within ten days at some 
appoint, d place noar the di'ch about which the 
controversy exists, and both Boirds shall there and 
ncn investigate the matter, allowing aU parties 
affected to present testimony and appear by c mnssl 
if thev so desire: and the decision of the two 
Boards shall be final. The nece.sary expenses of 
said Boards, *ith mileage and per diem as allowed 
in their respective counties, shall be allowed and 
paid i t ibly by the parties or ditches involved in 
the controversy, and may be collected as other 
debts due by said companies, with twenty per ceut. 
to be added to the judgment in case suit has to be 
' rought for the c.»!:eotion of such charges. 
Section 6. When the supply of water for irrigation 
in the summer time has *:» diminished that the an­ 
nual d:vi3iou made among the several ditches is 
productive of wa»tv, the interested parties may 
make such changes m tho mode of distribution as 
they can agree upon ; provided, however, that no 
ditch shah b© entirely deprived of water if it would 
cause material damage to Humes. But if such 
agreement cannot be made, th-n if the existing 
rule of dictributi >n is shown to be injurious by the 
statement of twelve persons affected thereby, the 
Board of Water Commissioners shall call a meeting 
of the officers or individual owners of tho ditches. 
At such meeting ill plans or propositions presented 
bearing upon the question of distribution shall be 
heard, and the matter shall be carefully investi­ 
gated by examining the works, if deemed necessary, 
by the Board. The Beard shall then render their de­ 
cision and make their «,rder as to the manner in 
which the water shall be used in the different 
ditches. But if the officers or the managers of 
either ditcn shall be di sitisfied w ith the order of the 
Board, the matter may be determined as provided 
:u Section 5 of this Ait. 
Section 7 Any person owning land capable of ir­ 
rigation, aud wtich can be supplied wi’h water from 
a ditch owued by an individual, a corporation, or 
the public, but to the construction of which ditch 
he has not contributed, shall not on account there >f 
bo deprived of hi* proportionate share of the water 
allowed to such ditch, provided his lm d was pre­ 
sented to the Board of Water Commissioners at the 
annual presentation of other tracts requiring water ; 
but he shall p^y to the owner of the ditch for the 
water he obtains twenty-five per cent, more than is 
charged stockholders of the ditch he receives from, 
or than the price fixed by the B *ard of Supervisors 
in case the ditch is owned by an individua'. 
Section 8. The Board of Water Commissioners 
sha 1 investigate all compla nt* filed with them 
if verified by the complaining party, or may without 
verification, if they deem it necessary, relating to 
any violation cf the awards as to the quantity of 
water iuadc annually to the several difchrs, or relat­ 
ing to the improper use or waste of water by the 
owners cr overseers of any of the ditches, or relating 
to undue waste of water ocjasioaed by the faulty 
construction of any of the ditches between the point 
where the water is diverted and the point ol dis­ 
tribution. In case the complaint is sustained, the 
Board shall make such order as shall ia their judg- 
mont remedy or correct the abuse complained of ; 
and they may prohibit the distribution of any more 
wa’er to the parties or ditches complained of Ufct 1 
reparati°n is made according to the decision, or un­ 
til the works a* c repaired according to their order 
and to their satisfaction. 
Section 9. All ditches, whether public, corporate 
cr indi id tul in ownership, shall 
be managed 
according to tne by-laws or rule* agreed upon by 
the owner* thereof (said laws or rules tobe printed 
and a ;npy to he deposited with the Board of Water 
Commissioners), subject, however, to the general 
laws under which the ditches were constructed, if 
still in farce, or i-uch other laws as raav be provided 
therefor from time to time by tho L gislattire. 
SectioQ 10. When twelve perrons who own irriga­ 
ble lauds in any district shall file with the Board of 
Water Commissioners a petition rettirg forth that 
in their opinion the quantity of water required for 
irrigation in said district can be increased by the 
construction ( f reservoir-», or by dams to prevent 
ucder drainage in the rivers, the Board shall inves 
tigato the m atter; and if, in their opinion, they 
shall deem the matter presen led in the petition 
feasible and beneficial to the disTier, they shall sub­ 
mit the same to the State Engineer, who shall 
within thirty days thereafter report to the Board of 
W’at-r Commissioners the result of his previ us in­ 
vestigations as to irrigation in said district bearing 
upon the questioF-s submitted ; or, in case the State 
E igiceer naa not nude the investigations requisite 
to enable him to make the re¡»ort called for, then he 
shall in -ke such investigation within s xty days, and 
report the result to the Water Commifsi.ners. The 
nginecr t-ha! I report plan?^8i>ecifie*tior.8 and esti­ 
mates of the cost of the wo ks necessary in said 
district to secure the desired amount of water or 
prc*. cnt its waste by under drunage in the river, and 
shall present a nnp cf the land in the district w hich, 
in Ida opinion, will he bent fit ¿d by the prop sed im- 
prjvt menta. 
Upon reecip ■ of such rtp rt and map, 
the B ard of Water C xnmissi >ners ¿hail fix a time 
for * r.sulcring the a nn, giving twenty days’ ro ice, 
by publication, to all • wnerff'or claimants of lands 
represented on tho map a§ benefited by the propor.ed 
improvements to appear and present their objec- 
lions, it anv they have, against their laud, or the 
land which they legally represent, being included 
among the tract* to be aftessed for tho proposed 
improvements. 
After hearing all ths object! ns and evidence pre­ 
sented t o Board may adopt, reject or amend the 
whole or any po.it of the plans or of the map, or may 
report them back to the Sta*e Engineer for further 
report. Alter the adoption of the p’ai s and specifi­ 
cation-! of the work to be done with the estimate of 
the cost thereof, including the rertices of a District 
Engineer, tho Board of Water Commissioners shall 
fix a day, giving twenty davs* notice thereof by pub- 
licvti *n, f->r Suomi ting to the property-owners in 
said district whose lands are included iu the adopted 
map as lands benefited by the proposed improve­ 
ments, the question whether they shall tax them­ 
selves for the construction of the works. 
Only such persons as are owners of the land to be 
assessed, or iheir duly appointed attorney's, shall 
vote at such election. The question submitted must 
be voted upon iu the following form : For the tix , 
Yes; or, for the tax, No. 
The result shall ba determined by the majority 
vote for or against the proposed tax. If the ma- 
j rity vote be ** for the tax,” then ths amount neces­ 
sary to b.i rais d, according to the Crt'ma'e and in­ 
cluding the sem css of the Di*tnet Engineer and the 
cost of ass ssing and collecting the whole, thall be 
ae?i:5*sed by the Countv Assessor upon the land em­ 
brave»! in the adt-ptod map, in addition to the S.ate 
ami county taxes for the sxinc year, subject to the 
game j*cnaltie* and liab lit ios «as for State and 
countv tax s and coUeHlb’.o at the same time and 
in -he* same manner, and paid over to the County 
Treasurer, to be by him k .pt separate from the 
county tixes and designated as “ Construction Fund 
for Water District No. —.” 
When the fund has been collected, or sufficient to 
justify the commencement of the work, the B *ard 
of Water Commissioners shall advertise for thirty 
days in t vo newspapers of general circulation in the 
coiintv ( me of winch shall ha in the irrigation dis­ 
trict if one is published therein), for the construc­ 
tion of the work* according to the plans and speci­ 
fications adopted, stiriug where the flans and 
specifications can be found for ex mination, nrd 
shall state generally tho torras of payment and the 
time in which the woik shall b? completed, ieserv- 
ing to the Board the right to reject any or all bids. 
Allc m'ra» t3 shall lie awarded to the lowest re­ 
sponsible hid»ier(if hie bid is not deemed too bi^h 
by the B ard), and the contractor flh*H give good 
and sufficient bonds, to be approved by the B .ard, 
in not le«s than twenty five per cent, of the cost of 
the work as contracted for. The bond, when *p 
proved, shall be filed with the County Clerk, bo 
member of the Board ehvl be i- t:rested, directly or 
indirectly, in anv such contract, or in the fumishit g 
of any of tlie mxt«’i»i 
.

Section 11. The Boinl of W a ter Co-nra aeionere 
may c n-ieam the r-cht of way for any ditch, or any 
ditch roa- constructed which may be required for 
sopplvimr the rwervoirs dem ed neee sary to be 
tons’meted for irrigation purposes m the district; 
a -J may purchase or cmdemn any site or lands 
necessary f ir dams <r reaervo-rs or the material re­ 
quired for their construction, and may jo n, connect 
w.th, enlarge or strengthen any works already con- 
stractcd which can be utilized as contemplated in 
this Act. B utin caw of the condemnation of any 
ditch for supplying a reservoir, the use of mí J ditch 
therefor 8hal! not apply to the irrigation season, but 
only to such time and at such pened when there is 
a surplus of water not required ,or. 
cation. The condemnation of such di ch shall not 
be allowed to prevent the irrigation of land already 
supplied tbercf otn ; and it is heret* declared that 
the use of the property, such as right of way, and 
land, which may be «mdemned, taken or appropri­ 
ated under the provisions of this Ac , and the use of 
the watert required to All suck reservoirs, whether 
taken from the rivers, canyon or ravines or from 
„ E i .n wells oa the land condemned, is a pub ic 
use and that such appropriation is for the public

under the provisions of Title 7, Part 3, of the Code 
of Civil Procedure, and amendments thereto, which 
are now existing or may hereafter be made. 
Section 13. All work* contracted under the pro­ 
visions of this Act shall be executed under the di­ 
rection of the .State Engineer and an Engineer se­ 
lected by the Board of Water Commissioners, but 
the immediate supervision of the wtrk while being 
done shall be under the control cf the Engineer se­ 
lected by the Beard. No work* construct»! shall be 
paid for until approved by the Engineer in 
and the State Engineer, and accepted by the Board 
of Water Commissioners. 
Section 14. Tha cost of the works contemp.atea 
by Section 10 of this Act, embracing all contract?, 
purchases or coud *mnation of property, ana all 
proper salaries and mcidental expenses, soaii be 
provided for and p-id out of the construction fund 
already provided. 
Proper vouchers in dupl cate lot 
all such expenditures, other than the work exe­ 
cuted under contract, shall be certified by the 
engineer in charge and submitted tJ tbe Board of 
Water Commissioners at heir regular meetings, 
who shall thereupon examine and allow all jnat and 
proper claims, and certify the original voucher for 
the same to the County Auditor, who in like man­ 
ner shall audit and allow the same, if, in bis opin­ 
ion, they are just and proper, and ro t otherwise, 
and draw a warrant upon the County Treasurer for 
the amount allowed, payable out of the construction 
fund of the proper district. 
Section 15. The County Treasurer is hereby au­ 
thorized and required to pay all warrant* drawn by 
the County Auditor upon the construction fund of 
the particular district. 
Section 16. All officers acting under provisions of 
this Act, and their bondsmen, are hereby made re­ 
spond ble for tbe c -llection, *afe keeping and proper 
accounting of the funds intrusted to them under the 
pr visions of this Act, in the same manner as now 
provided by law* regulating their duties and respon­ 
sibilities with State aud county funds. 
Section 17. After the completion of the works con­ 
templated in Section 10 of this 4ct, tbe water Etored in 
reservoirs, or the increased quantity acquired by the 
construction of dams, shall be subject to distribution 
by the Board of Water Commiseionera as providtd 
in this Act. 
Section 18. The Board shall have power to make 
all needful rales and regulat ons for the protection 
and maintenance cf the works when completed, and 
shall make an estimate of the amount necessary to be 
rais d annually to pay for such work, which shall be 
asBOss< d against the property as for the creation of 
the construction fund, and collected and accounted 
for in the same manner, the bills being allowed by 
the Boaro, and then audited and paid as already 
provided for other charges against the construction 
fund.

But in case the different ditches receiving water 
from the new woiks will make satisfactory arrange­ 
ments among themselves for the d aintenance of 
such works and the distribution of the water, then 
the B^ard may be relieved from the obligation of this 
section imposed upon them, and the w¡prks 
turned 
over to the district-reserving, hmfcever, to the 
Board the right to resume couti ol in case of mis­ 
management cr neglect of the works by thedis‘rict, 
when comp'aint thereof is presented in writing by- 
six persons » ffocted by the alleged neglect or im­ 
proper distribution cf tne water. 
Section 19 After the passage of this Act it shall 
be unlawful for any per-on or persons to divert 
waters from a public eource of supply, as herein de­ 
fined, and suffer the same to waste by reaaon cf in­ 
sufficient or badly-constructed or poorly-maintaiutd 
conduits. 
Section 20. After the passage of this Act it shall 
be uuU kíuI for any person or persons, the owner or 
owner* of an arte-ian well, to permit the waters of 
the same to flow, except when they are being put 
to some useful purpose, such a* irrigation or storage 
for future use. 
Section 21. From and after the passage of this Act 
it shall be unlawful for any person or persons, except 
upon a permit in due form issued by tho Board of 
Water Commissioners : First—To construct or recon­ 
struct any weir, dam or wingdam, across, partially 
across, or in the channel, of any public stream 
within the boundaries of any organized irrigation 
dibtri ,t in t^e State. Second—To construct a y canal, 
ditch, cut, beadgate or headgates in, alongside of, or 
through, tbe banks of any public stream witbiu the 
boundaries of any orga nzed irrigation district in 
tbe fctate. Third—To divett or cause to be diverted 
f oin the natural channel the waters of any public 
stream or canyon, not wholly on private property 
undtr one ownership. Fourth—To decrease, oi con­ 
struct works that will have the effect of decreasing, 
at any time or season of the year, the flow of water 
in any public stream or canyon not in private own- 
orsnip. 
Section 22. Any 
person or persons offending 
against the provisions of the preceding sections 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con­ 
viction before a Justice of the Peace of tne town­ 
ship in which the offenee occurred, shall be subject 
to a fine of not less than fifty cor more than one 
hundred and fifty dollars and costs of suit, for the 
first offense ; and in c*se of inability to fay the fine, 
each person so convicted may be imprisoned in the 
County Jail not leas than fifteen nor more than fifty- 
days ; and for the second or any subsequent offeuse, 
i.ot less than one hundred dollars nor more than two 
hundred and fifty dollars, and in case of inability to 
pay such fine, each parsou so convicted mav be im­ 
prisoned in the County Jail not less than thirty days 
nor more than eigLty. 
All fines collected for such offenses, over and above 
costs of Euit, shall be paid into the construction 
fund of the district. 
Section 23. Waters which rise upon private prop­ 
erty in natural springs, wells or swamps, or which 
may be cans id to rise by enlarging, cleaning out, or 
other wee improving such sources of supply ; or by 
driving a tunnel, digging, boring or driving a well 
upon such private property, shall be regarded as 
pertaining to the property upon vvhith they rise, 
and belonging to tne owner or owner* thereof for 
use on their own lands, but without waste, 
liut 
whenever any such water* have flowed beyond the 
bounds of the tract of land in one ownership upon 
which they have their ri6e, they shall be regarded 
as public waters and shall be subject to all the pro­ 
visions of this Act. 
b'ection 21. All waters in the S:ate not held in 
private ownership under the rule recognized in the 
preceding section, are hereby declared to be aud the 
rame shall remain forever public waters of the State, 
and shall never become the subject of private or 
corporate control or ownership when needed for 
irrigation purpose*.
